President Jacobo Arbenz Guzman 
of Guatemala proclaimed martial 
law throughout his invaded coun­ 
try today as his Communist-backed 
government mobilized for a showr- 
down battle with anti-Red rebels. 
Insurgent leaders claimed their 
forces were pushing ahead in a 
three-pronged drive aimed at key 
rail and road communications In 
the southern part of the country. 
The martial law decree was an­ 
nounced late last night after a gov­ 
ernment appeal for all private cars 
to be turned in for use In moving 
troops. Reports from Guatemala 
said the decisive phase of the bat­ 
tle for that neighboring Central 
American nation may come within 
48 hours. 
Associated Press Correspondent 
Jack Rutledge, in Guatemala City, 
quoted Guatemalan army officers 
as saying no field action had yet 
been fought. They added, however, 
that a battle could not be delayed 
much longer. 
The U.S. Embassy in Guatemala 
City announced It is making plans 
to evacuate wives and children of 
U.S. citizens. With a wave of anti- 
U.S. feeling sweeping the city, the

“Post-beam-plank is a wonderful 
structural system lf you use it 
right.” House and Home tells the 
builders. “There is no such thing 
as one perfect structure that will 
fit* each and every house. But there 
is. such a thing as a near perfect 
structure for a specific type of 
house. Post-beam-plank is such a 
structural system.’* Whereupon the 
commentators conclude that it is 
fine for houses with large sheets of 
glass, flat roofs and open plan.

Plastered dry walls are one of 
the newest and smoothest develop­ 
ments in modem building tech­ 
nique. .Heretofore you took your 
choice between plaster and dry 
walls. Now you can have both the 
speed and economy of dry wall 
construction and a coat of quick- 
drying (paint-it-the-next-day) plas­ 
ter, thanks to an invention by Vito 
Bus att!. 
This new material is a white mor­ 
tar 
dry-mix 
preparation 
which 
can be applied as thin as I /32nd 
of an inch over gypsum wallboard, 
plasterboard, 
rocklath, 
concrete, 
cinder 
block, 
brick 
clay, 
adobe, 
iron and steel. 
If this material is all that it is 
cracked up to be, it will be a 
welcome addition to the shopping 
list of the do-it-yourself handyman, 
who wants/ to finish his basement, 
add rooms in the attic or obliterate 
seams and nail dimples in dry 
wall panels. 
The Inventor recently won ap­ 
proval of his new plaster from 
the New York Board of Standards 
and Appeals. That approval made 
it legal to use the stuff in sky- j 
scrapers. Joseph Platzker, former 
commissioner of housing and build­ 
ings for New York City, called it i 
to our attention. 
“It can be troweled to a marble- 
smooth finish even by the most j 
inexperienced hand," said Platzker. I 
“It dries rock-hard without crack -1 
ing, shipping or peeling, 
and It I 
can be wallpapered or painted in 
a matter of hours with no special1 
sealing or priming coats.” 
He pointed out that home build- | 
ers. using gypsum wallboard an d ' 
a single coat of the new plaster, 
are saving the tedious and costly 
problem of taping, filling and sand- j 
ing Joints, as well as the prime j 
coat of sealer needed on the porns 
paper surface of wallboard. 
“In labor tim e," he added, “it 
takes two mechanics and a helper 
only two days to completely pias­ 
ter the average 5-room drywall 
home with this material. The next 
day the painters cdn move in.” 
A companion joint filler, devel­ 
oped by the same inventor, elimi­ 
nates the 
taping 
and filling of 
joints in dry wall construction when 
you don’t want to plaster. This 
filler also can be used as a tile 
cement for bathroom fixtures, for 
cracks around bathtubs and as a 
wood filler. It is rated to resist a 
surface pull up to 162 pounds per 
square inch. 
Both the new plaster and the 
filler are given high moisture re­ 
sistances. While the plaster is not 
waterproof, 
its 
inventor 
claims 
that dampness does not affect its 
1 strength. This makes it possible to 
use it directly on basement walls 
! without the use of furring strips, 
lath, panels or other surface prep­ 
aration. It can take the place of 
masonry paint whether the founda­ 
tion 
is 
stone, 
poured 
concrete, 
cinder block or brick. 
"The cost of a cellar application," 
Platzker 
observed, 
“would 
be 
somewhat 
higher 
than 
painting 
with a cement paint but a good 
deal lower than erecting wall pan­ 
els, furring strips, lath and vapor 
barriers." 
Summer home, cabin and lodge 
construction calls for even more 
economy than the building of the 
most budget restricted year-round 
home. Secondary domiciles are al­ 
ways luxuries. Therefore, few peo­ 
ple can afford to splurge on such 
construction.

The gardener’s world is brand 
new every spring. Trees have per­ 
fect leaves, bright and shiny, un­ 
marked by injuries from insects, 
or scars of disease. Lawns are deep 
green in color, and if weeds are 
present, they do not show. Flowering 
plants show youthful vigor, and 
gardens are ablaze with beauty. 
Entomologists, who study insects, 
and phytopathologists, who are plant 
doctors, tell us it would be possible 
to make out gardens keep that 
spring-time perfection right through 
the year, if we made use of the 
pesticides 
and 
the 
weed 
killing 
chemicals now available to us. Some 
have predicted the extermination of 
the common fly, bv D. D. T. and its 
successors, and such weeds as the 
dandelion, by 2,4D. 
But it does no good to have pesti­ 
cides, if they are not used by prac­ 
tically everyone. Too many owners 
of gardens fail to realize the power 
of these new chemicals, and the 
opportunity they offer for the eco­ 
nomical upkeep of garden areas in 
top condition. 
One spraying or 
a lawn 
with 
2,4D will destroy practically all the 
weeds that grow there; and the 
cost would be negligible compared 
with the cost of digging weeds up, 
which was necessary a few years 
ago. The weeds, including rag-weed, 
on the vacant lot next door could be 
exterminated for no greater cost. 
Improved forms of this chemical 
will 
destroy sumac, 
poison 
oak, 
poison ivy, willow and similar under­ 
brush with a single spraying. 
General use of this miracle work­ 
ing material could transform broad 
unkept areas within a city limits 
into cleared land useful for play, 
and Inviting improvement as lawns 
and gardens. To say nothing of the 
effect upon the pollen count later 
in the summer. 
Combination pesticides, in which 
two or three different chemicals 
are united, so that all can be ap­ 
plied together, are now available. 
This has been possible because the 
new- chemicals are compatible, to a
